AN ACT relating to the Measure of damages in actions to re-
cover possession of logs, timber or lumber wrongfully cut 
from the lands of another, or the value thereof, and amends.

thereto, at the end thereof the following ; provided, that 
in all actions hereafter commented, when the defend-
ant shall have in good faith acquired a title to and en-
tered upon the land under the same, believing such 
title to be valid and shall have cut the timber there-
from under such circumstances, then the plaintiff; if 
he shall recover, shall recover only the actual damage 
sustained by reason of such cutting. The defendant 
in his answer shall state the facts upon which be relies 
to establish such claim of title, aud the burden of 
proof shall be on the defendant. 

SECTION 2. This act t ball take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.
